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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to show a pneumatic nail driver comprising all the elements of the inventions. 
Specifically, a main body including a cavity therein with handle extending from the main body 
and having a passage defined in the handle that communicates compressed air from an outside 
sources into the cavity, a spring located in between the cavity and a sleeve, the sleeve slidably 
received in the cavity and having an annular groove defined in the outer periphery with a hole 
defined within the groove whereby compressed air flows into the sleeve when the annular groove 
communicates with the passage in the main body, the sleeve having two O-rings mounted around 
the sleeve near two opposite sides of the annular groove and a C-shape ring engaged to an inner 
periphery of the cavity thus limiting the stroke of the sleeve in the cavity. The prior art further 
fails to show the above elements in combination with a block received in the sleeve, the block 
having first and second outlets, a cylinder longitudinally connected to and partially received in 
the sleeve, a striker reciprocally movable and received in the cylinder, a shaft movably received 
in the cylinder the shaft including a stopper radially extending from an outer periphery, a 
cylindrical collar mounted to the front end of the main body, and a holder securely connected to 
the cylinder and having a through hole centrally longitudinally defined therein the hole allowing 
the shaft to reciprocally move in the holder to strike a nail that extends into the through hole of 
the holder and which is held in place by at least one magnet. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
